The National Defense University is instituting an annual symposium 
on the subject of Soviet military forces and strategy. The intention 
is to bring together military officers, civilians from academia, and 
other interested experts from the public and private sectors to exchange 
views on this vital subject area. 

Hr. Michael MccGwire, Professor of Maritime and Strategic Studies at 
Dalhousie University, Halifax, is in residence on the National War 
College faculty through December 1977.
